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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to amendment filed 8 December 2008. Claims 1-31 are 
cancelled. Claims 32-51 are new. 

Response to Arguments 

The objection to the drawings is withdrawn, as replacement sheets have been 

filed. 

The rejection of claims 1 -31 under 35 U.S.C §1 03 is withdrawn, as the claims are 
cancelled. 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 8 December 2008, with respect to 
newly filed claims 32-51 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims with the prior art of record has been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 8 December 2008. These drawings are 
accepted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 41-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The dependent claims 41-43 recite "The method of claim 40", however 
independent claim 40 is directed towards a system. Furthermore, dependent claims 44- 
47 recite "The method". Therefore, it is unclear as to whether Applicant intends to claim 
a method or a system. Examiner suggests amending claims 41-47 to recite "The 
system" to indicate proper dependency to claim 40. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 40-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding claim 40, the claim is directed towards a system comprising an 
interface and logic. The use of the term system does not inherently constitute that the 
claim is statutory under 101 . Specifically, the system has no elements that require the 
system to comprise a physical device or a combination of devices to be a machine 
within the meaning of 101 . However, Examiner asserts that the claimed system can be 
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implemented solely as software, which is considered software per se and thus non- 
statutory. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32-39 and 48-51 are considered allowable. Examiner asserts that the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest "disabling link layer communications 
associated with the first processor cluster, wherein the first processor cluster is 
disconnected after disabling link layer communications associated with the first 
processor cluster" and "maintaining physical layer communications associated with the 
first processor cluster to allow connection of a replacement processor cluster".
